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It was late in the afternoon of 
the 18th of last Ootol)er that an 
automobile wltli but !i single pa.s- 
senger shot up aloiiK the long as- 
phalt piazza of the Home. The snn 
had already gone down beyond the 
highlands of the Hudson, and so the 
whole landscnpe was shaded. The 
only passenger of the self- moving 
carriage proved himself to lie Mr. 
Arthur T. Bailey, who lives in 
Schenectady, and who had come all 
the way from that busy and lively 
town to see the Home, and to have 
a little talk witii Rev. Joliu H. 
Kent, whom he 8nppo8«>d would l)e 
here to preach on llie morrow, but 
that gentleman did not come that 
Sunday, and so Mr. Bailey, who is 
a lay reader, delivered a short but 
interesting and impressive address 
to the family. So well pleased were 
tliey witli his words that they 
persuaded him to come again, 
and lie promised them he would. 
Mr. Bailey is a very young mau. 
He is not yet thirty. He is one 
who tries to make his life vital to 
those around him and endeavors to 
be llie sign of life in the sky of all 
with whom he associates. His work 
is not confined to lay reading. 
He makes an effort to flud out how 
tiie deaf are getting on in life and 
to extend a helping hand to such 
individuals as need help or are 
seeking it. Mr. Biiley left old 
Fanwood in tlio middle of January, 
1912 He went directly to 

Schenectady, where he has been 
living all the time since then with 
Mr Klier as a boarder. Mr. Bailey 
is a printer by occupation and 
sticks to it. Mr Bailey had never 
before visited the Homo. lie 
thought it is a fine place for such 
a people as it shelters A look at 
the fiirmstead impressed him with 
the idea that it was a magnificent 
affair. It was Ids idea ,lhai 
the Home itself should not be located 
in such a i emote place as it is, as 
visitors experience too much 
trouble .'jnd expense in getting to 
it. Having no idea where the 
Home was situated when he reached 
Poughkei'psie, he thought it was 
best to have an auto convey him 
right to the door, and so it was 
done. 

In his interesting address, on the 
9th of February last, at St. Paul's 
Church, Albany, the late and 
lamentod Rev. Van Allen had this 
much to say of Mr. A. T. Bailey: 
" In this diocese, I have been 
particularly fortunate in having tlie 
help of Mr. Arthur T. Bailey, of 
Schenectady. With the bishop'w 
license he has assisted me for the 
past six years, serving witliont 
remuneration and with a zeal and 
discretion whicli I cannot too high- 
ly praise. My iiope is that the way 
will eventually open to give him 
an even more active and responsi- 
ble share in the work." 

Just a week after Mr. Bailey's 
visit, Harry Barnes, who also lives 
in Schenectady, and a couple of 
blocks from Mrs. Klier's liouso, 
made the Home a visit, his solo 
object being to see this correspon 
dent and spend a day with him. 
Harry came here on the night of 
the 25th of October, and remaiiuxl 
hero until Monday morning, which 
was Roosevelt Day. Long before 
he roachcMl P.inghko«'psir>, six miles 
north of liere, Ihe slmdes of niglit 
had lowered themselves, and so by 
the time he reached llie eutrauce 
to the grounds of the Homo it was 
as dark as Egypt, and so down the 
the shady lane, as far as the creek, 
ho was unable to .««ee just where ho 
was going Now and then he lit a 
match to aid him in finding his way. 
It WHS nine o'clock wiien he reach 
ed thn door of the Home and found 
this scribe standing there awaiting 
him. As soon as he reached Pough 
keepsie, he sent word to the matron 
over the telephone to notify mo of 
his coming, and so I, as a matter oi 
course, was ready to meet and greet 
hiin at the door. A couple of 
weeks after his visit he wrote and 
told me he had had a fole at the 
Becker home on the eve of October 
3lRt. He has already described how 
he and about twenty other mutes 
reached the Beokei farmstead in the 
columns of the DEAF-Mutes' 
Journal. Mr. John R. Becker Is a 
highly educated TiemI mute and was 
one of the late Prlucipal Currier's 
l)rlght pupils. Willie at school he 
learned the printer's trade, but took 



to farming as .^oon as he left school. 
Last summer several of the in- 
mates were away for a longer or a 
shorter stay. Mrs. William Con- 
zelman spent two weeks with Mr. 
and Mrs. Schindler at their home in 
Bridgeport, Ct. ; while Mr. J. H. 
Caton was the guest of Mrs. Stein- 
reich for a couple of weeks. She 
lives at Crestwood in the Bronx. 
Previous to her marriage she was 
Miss Alice Pease, who was lor a 
short while a tutoress at old Fan- 
wood. She has three children, two 
girls and a boy. Kenneth is her 
oldest child, and he is already 
twenty-one and in Irnsiness for 
himself. He owns an auto and is 
an expert driver. 

Early in August, Mr. J. N. Soper 
went down to the metropolis to get 
a pair of glasses to fit or suit his 
declining eyesij^t. As soon as he 
found himself on the crowded 
streets of the great metropolis of 
America, he found liimself face to 
face with the high cost of living at 
every step and every turn, which 
seemed to wara him that it would 
be unwise to stay in the city long. 
Accordingly, he was track at the 
Home within three days. As soon 
as he got back, he had wonderful 
and surprising tales to tell of the 
high prices of everything that was 
saleable. On one or more occasions 
it was his pleasure to dine with the 
editor of the Deaf-Mittes' JOURNAL 
and to have a good look at the 
elegance of the apartment the 
editor has recently moved to. He 
now lives on Broadway at I58th 
Street, just a block away from the 
subway station and two blocks from 
Hudson River. 

Mrs. Mary Nelson, who Is now 
eighty three years of age and has 
been living here for the past four 
years, left here for the Metiopoli.« 
on tl\e 30th of October last, and 
started down the coast, to Florida in 
the good ship Apacha, where 
she will sojourn for the winter. It 
is supposed she will be back here in 
the spring. Old as she is, she can 
sew, knit, and do needle and other 
light work. "I am a happy 
woman," said she to the cor 
respontlent, as she stood and talked 
with him in the hall near the re 
ception room a day or so previous 
to lier departure. She wants t,o be 
in n semi-tropical region as long as 
the cold season lasts, as she does not 
like the winter here. 

When the late Mr. Enoch Currier 
was made a teacher at Fanwood in 
May, 1871, Mrs. Nelson was al- 
ready there, and had been teaching 
there for some years. She was 
married twice, and traveled all over 
Eniope with her second husband 
for seven years. 

A week or so before Thanks- 
giving Day, Mrs Harry Lewis and 
her sister. Miss Eliza Nelson, made 
the Home a week's visit together. 
They are sisters. Mrs. H. Lewis 
lives in Yonkeis with her husband ; 
while MIhs NeKson lives in Pough- 
keepsie, where she always has lived. 
While here the two ladies enter- 
tained the inmates, but a day 
or two before they were ready to go 
home a sad accident tiefeli Mrs 
Lewis. She placed her foot on a 
chair to lace up her shoe, and 
while in the act of doinij this the 
chair .'^lipped away from her and 
she, being unconscious of its motion, 
fell and Injured her wrists so that 
Dr L C. Wood, the family physi- 
cian, WHS CMlled from Ponghkeepsie 
to attend to the injury. He came 
as fast as his auto could brinir him. 
He stitched up tlie wounded wrist] 
and advised Mrs. Lewis to go to a | 
hospital so as to have her hand 
exitmined by the X-Raya We do 
not know how she is getting along, 
but hope her injuries may soon heal. 
The two ladies traveled all the way to 
Yonkors in an auto. The distance 
Is aliout fifty miles. 

To the surprise of all, Charles 
Sanford visited the Home one Sun- 
day morning early in November, 
lie came to see Mr. J. II. Caton. 
He had not been here for many a 
long year. His little daughter lives 
up in Ponghkeepsie with her grand 
parents. Charles goes to see her 
once in ft while. He lost his wife 
Bonie time ago. He was here for 
about an hour or so. 

Although the Home had but two 
turkeys for Thanksgiving least, all 
felt that they had enough of the 
fowl to satisfy tbein. What we, as 
well as every man, woman and 
child in the United States should 
1)0 iliankful for this very year of 



grace, 1919, seems to be that the 
country is not ruined by the 
Bolsheviki as Russia is today. 

Mr. Clarence Knight is now a 
taxlcabman. He did plumbing and 
other such repairs for the Home for 
fifteen years. He is In business for 
himself and owns a garage and 
several cars.

mute daughter, Mary (Mrs. Michael 
Egan), who says, among other 
things, that her son George is not 
well yet. While fighting the Hun 
in France early in 1918, Qeorae was 
mildly gassed, and a quantity of 
it continues to abide in his lungs 
and causes him more or less dis- 
comfort. Nothing in warfare is 
more ten ible than what is termed 
" Mustard gas." George Friedman 
Is the brother of the late Willie 
Friedman, who was a pupil at Fan- 
wood . 

While visiting West Pittston 
last summer, this correspondent 
taught a dozen l)oys and girls how 
to talk on their fingers, and now

She became 
one of the dancing instructors in the 
Martin .School, conducted by her 
sister, until the latter was marri«i 
to »m officer in the U. S. Army, 
since which time Miss Hunter has 
suoceasfttlly conducted the establish 
tuent. In the Cornell Daily Sun 
she demonstrates commendable 
enterprise by illtistrated advertising, 
giving the reader the Impression of 
a school of tone and refinement. 
One would naturftUy infer (hat a 
deaf person could not successftilly 
engage in an occupation that is so 
particularly def>enderit upon mtisic, 
but Miss Hunter has proved it is 
posslMe.

CANA.JOHARIK, June 24— The 
publication of Ihe Radii will be dis 
continued after July 1st. On ao 
oount ot the Increasing volnme of 
job printing and the fact that the 
remuneration from a small weekly 
paper is too small for the amount of 
time, effort and expense connected 
with it, are the reasons Warren 
Scott, editor and proprietor, has de- 
cided to cease the publication of this 
well known papei. Since the death 
of Editor Bullock of Ihe Courier and 
and Alvin J. Plank of the Radii, the 
I wr> local papers have been (tractical- 
ly identical in the local news pub- 
lished each week, the Radix being 
pul)lihlied ou Tuesday and the 
Courier on Wednesday. 

The /<!a(/»t was beKUn in 1837 by 
Levi Backus, a deaf- mute. In 1840 
the ofUce was burned and Ihe paper 
moved to Fort Plain. In 1864 il 
was removed lo Madison County, but 
later returned lo B'ort Plain For 
several years an appropriation of 
•200 per year was made by the State 
for sending Ihe pnpei t.) ileaf mutes. 
About I8r)8 It was removed to Cana- 
joharle an'i published as the Caua- 
jobarie Hadii. James Arkell pur- 
chased the paper in 1863 and on the 



30th of Apr'l of the same year it was 
enlar^^ed aid assumed the name of 
Canajoharie Radii and Taxpayers^ 
Journal L F. Alli'n secured an 
interest in the paper at the time and 
the firm of Arkell and Allen oon- 
liniiel to publish it until January 1, 
186C, when Angel 1 Maithcson pur- 
chased Aikell's interest. On the 
iBt of May 1868, Mr. Allen bought 
i>ir. Mattheson's interest and tlds 
was sold to Alvin J. Plank in No- 
vember of Ihe same year. The firm 
of L. F. Allen and Company cuu 
tinned until August isl 1887, when 
the' Plank interest was sold to John 
F. ilaz-dlon. The Radii Publishing 
Company wa" thuK lormed and con- 
ducted the publiciiiion until Au- 
gust IhI, 1889, ami for many years L. 
F. Allen was sole proprietor and 
editoi'. Several years ago Mr. Allen 
retired and disposed of the business 
lo Warren Scott and John Mc- 
Laughlin. Mr. Scott fur Ihe past 
fxw years has Iteen sole owner and 
proprir>tor.

Tb« Robin tM<i Its Rabita. 

While most persons are familiar 
with the actions and habits of the 
robin, still at times these may be 
more interesting than usual. 

In one instance, when foliage 
was very late in appearing that 
year and a robin's nest would have 
been conspicuous if built as is 
usually the case among the branch- 
es, the birds constructed it close to 
the trunk of the tree where it would 
be readily overlooked. 

While another pair was under 
close observation it was noticed 
that the male would call to his mate 
at times when she was beginning to 
sit upon the eggs and she would 
then join him and both would fly 
away. Later when it was neces- 
sary to stay longer upon the eggs 
the male would call her, she would 
leave the nest and he would then 
take her place upon the eggs until 
she returned 

I once came upou a very sad 
incident in the case of a robin at- 
tempting to build a nest. She had 
secured a very long, strong string 
and in flying with it through an 
apple tree tho string had become 
entangled in the branches and 
about her neck in such fashion 
that she had strangled. It was a 
pitiful sight to see the robin's body 
swaying liaok and forth iu the 
breeze near the partly flnished neat. 
Here it should be noted that it is 
best when leaving ruaterial for fh^ 
l)irds to build their nests that this 
material phould consist of short 
pieces rather than long, so that 
they will stand no chance of be- 
coming entangled as did this bird. 

One year I noticed a pair of rob- 
ins that hiid built in a small elm. 
The nest was well hidden in foiliage 
until the larvae of the elm tree 
heetle attacked the leaves and de- 
stroyed them, thus leaving the nest 
and young exposed to view. Tho 
female loliin appeared to be very 
mnch worried and would stay at the 
nest after feeding the young bird» 
until the male liiid came, when she 
would fly away. Theie were three 
young birds in the nest, two of 
them would sit with their beaks 
pointing upward a good part of the 
time. The third bird did not do so 
until the parent bird arrived at the 
nest. He was however, fed as 
much as the others, the pareut 
birds taking each iu tuiu.
